Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 31. — The 


rescue party at the" ill-fated Stuari 
mine of the White Oak Fuel companj 
succeeded in reaching the bottom o: 
the shaft, only to encounter one o: 
the most grewsonie sights ever seen in 
the history of mining operations in 
Ihis State. As nearly as the rescuers 
tould determine, the mutilated re 
mains of at least 30 men were scat- 
tered about among the debris of the 
wrecked mine, access to the entries of
